Nixon agrees to give 
tapes to federal judge 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon agreed today to comply in full 
with the U.S. Court of Appeals ruling 


directing him to give the White House 
tapes to a federal judge. 


The announcement came as the 
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Richardson won't judge 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Elliot L. 


Richardson said today the ultimate 
judgment on the Watergate crisis must 
be made by the American people. He 
said he is not the man to pass judgment 
on the question of whether President 
Nixon should be impeached. 


While he made no direct reply to the 


impeachment question at a nationally 
televised news conference, the former 
attorney general said he believes in the 
goals and priorities of the administrat- 
ion, particularly in foreign policy. 


Richardson recounted the negotiat- 


ions, deadlock and presidential orders 
that led him to resign Saturday rather 
than fire Archibald Cox as special 
prosecutor in the Watergate case. 


He said those events, too, are matters 


to be judged by the people, and that the 
fairness with which they are judted may 
determine the future well-being and 
security of the nation. 


Richardson said he does not believe 


the President is now or will be in direct 
violation of a court order for his refusal 
to yield White House tape recordings, 
although the courts have instructed him 
to do so. 


Richardson's farewell appearance at 


the Department of Justice began amid 
the applause and cheers of the staff he 
had headed for some five months. 


Later came the direct question: Does 


Richardson believe the President should 
be impeached? 


Richardson replied by noting that he 


served the administration in varying 
roles since Nixon took office. "I believe 
in the directions and priorities of the 
administration," he said. 


"I regard as particularly important 


the role of the President of the United 
States, President Richard Nixon, in 
dealing with international problems," 
he said. 


As for events in the Watergate case 


which have led to congressional 
demands for an impeachment move, 
Richardson said only: 


"I do not believe that I am a person ... 


who should try to pass judgment on 
them." 


In his opening discussion of the case, 


Richardson did not criticize the 
President. 


At stake in the controversy, Richard- 


son said, is the integrity of government 
that "I came to the Justice Department 
to help restore." 


Richardson said the case became one 


of deadlock between Nixon's insistence 
on the principle of confidentiality of 
presidential conversations, and his own 
assurances that Cox would be unfettered 
in the Watergate investigation.

NEW YORK (AP) -The 
trial of 


former Cabinet officers John N. Mitchell 
and Maurice H. Stans was postponed 
again today with both the prosecution 
and defense still seeking a White House 
tape and other documents. 


U.S. District Court Judge Lee P. 


Gagliardi delayed the trial to Jan. 7 after 
federal prosecutors said the White 
House promised to say within two weeks 
whether documents relating to former 
White House counsel John W. Dean III 
would be made available. 


The prosecution has described Dean, 


who has pleaded guilty to obstructing 
investigation of the Watergate scandal, 
as its key witness in the case against 
Mitchell and Stans. 


The two men, who held high positions 


in President Nixon's 1972 re-election 
committee, are accused of conspiracy, 
obstruction of justice and perjury in 
connection with a secret $200,000 cash , 
contribution by fugitive financier Robert 
L. Vesco. 


to judge," he said. "On the fairness with 
which you do so may well rest the future 
well-being and security of our beloved 
country." 


Richardson and President Nixon met 


for a half-hour Monday afternoon, ac- 
cording to a White House spokesman, 
but the contents of that discussion were 
not revealed.

Solicitor General Robert H. Bork, who 


became acting attorney general after 
William D. Ruckelshaus was fired from 
the No. 2 position for refusing to fire 
Cox, promised vigorous pursuit of the 
Watergate investigation. 


He placed Assistant Atty. Gen. Henry 


E. Petersen "in direct charge of the 
Watergate case and all related matters 
previously being directed by the special 
prosecutor." 


Justice Department spokesmen said 


Petersen has agreed to resume com- 
mand of an investigation he relinquished 


when Cox's office was established. Pet- 
ersen has been unavailable for com- 
ment. 


However, other 
sources 
well 


acquainted with Petersen said he has not 
shut off the option, of resigning if he finds 
his hands tied by Nixon's order to Cox to 
forego any further legal efforts to obtain 
White House tapes and other documents 
Cox considered vital to the case. 


Petersen wants to review the existng 


evidence personally and reach his own 
decisions about what, if any, White 
House records are needed, sources said. 


House of Representatives began pre- 
liminary investigation into whether 
the President should be impeached. 


Nixon's surprise announcement was 


made to U.S. District Court Judge 
John J. Sirica by Charles Alan Wright, 
lawyer for the President. 


Wright told Sirica that the President 


had hoped that the compromise he an- 
nounced Friday night would end the 
constitutional crisis. 


"Events over the weekend made it 


very apparent it did not." Wright said. 


The announcement shocked specta- 
tors in the packed courtroom who had 
been waiting to hear how Sirica would 
respond to the President's proposal to 
summarize the tapes and have his 
summary verified by a senior member 
of the Senate. 


It was the President's stated refusal 


to turn over the tapes which led him to 
fire special Watergate prosecutor Ar- 
chibald Cox on Saturday night after 
Cox said that he would pursue his 
court battle to obtain the tapes as evi- 
dence for the Watergate grand jury. 


Sirica had issued an order on Aug. 


29 directing the President to give him 
nine Watergate-related White House 
tapes subpoenaed by Cox so that he 
could examine them in private and de- 
termine if the President had a valid 
claim for withholding them. 


The White House had delivered to 


Sirica on Monday a copv of the Presi- 
dent's announcement Friday night as 
well as a proposed order accepting it- 


Nixon's decision to give in on the 


tapes was thought likely to lessen sen- 
timent for impeachment. 


However, many of his critics have 


attacked him on other matters, includ- 
ing his orders to Cox to refrain from 
seeking other White House papers and 
tapes relating to the ITT, milk fund 
and other controversies. 


Nixon's tapes decision also leaves 


the Watergate prosecution within his 
own Department of Justice, another 
major complaint of his foes. 


Furthermore. Senate critics of 


Nixon's action have cited what they 
consider to have been an adminis- 


tration commitment to an independent 
investigation by Cox. 


That commitment was made by El- 


Hot L. Richardson in Senate Judiciary 
Committee proceedings on his nomi- 
nation to be attorney general, a posi- 
tion he resigned rather than fire Cox. 


Sirica opened the hearing at 2:05 


p.m. by announcing that the decision 
of the court of appeals had been deliv- 
ered to him. 


He read the order dated Oct. 12. 1973 


including the portion saying, "the 
President's petition is denied." 


The judge, his voice occasionally 


faltering, then said. 


"This filing makes effective the or- 


der of this court dated Aug. 29 except 
as modified by the court of appeals." 


Sirica then read his own order 


which said, "it is by the court ...or- 
dered the respondent President R>ch- 
ard M. Nixon ...is hereby commanded 
to produce forthwith for the court's in- 
spection in camera the subpoenaed 
documents..." 


Sirica then read portions of the ap- 


peals court order which modified his 
own to permit the President to with- 
hold portions of the tapes which dealt 
with foreign policy or national secu- 
rity information- 


then he read "the President will 


present to the district court all other 
items on the record." 


The judge next turned to a footnote 


which provided the ground rules un- 
der which the higher court would con- 
sider appeals of any disputes over mat- 
ter the President chose to withhold. 


Then he looked at the counsel table 


where Wright and White House coun- 
sel Leonard Garment sat and asked, 
"are counsel for the President pre- 
pared at this time to file a response?" 


Wright, a tall law professor from the 


University of Texas, strode to the po- 
dium directly below Sirica and said, "I 
am not prepared." His voice faded and 
then he told the judge. "As the court is 
aware the President filed a response'" 
and then he added that it was now 
"withdrawn."

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Senate 


Watergate committee today asked the 
U.S. Court of Appeals to reverse a 
decision dismissing its Watergate tapes 
suit. 


In a brief filed with the appeals court, 


the committee said, "It has been sug- 
gested in the press that a 'compromise' 
of this lawsuit was reached whereby 
appellants would forego this litigation in 
exchange for 'summaries' of certain 
tapes. This is not correct. 


"While the President has unilaterally 


offered 'summaries' of certain tape 
recordings, there was no commitment 
by Sens. (Sam J.) Ervin and (Howard 
H.) Baker that, as a quid pro quo, this 
lawsuit would be withdrawn." 


The committee said, "We need hardly 


stress that this case is of great moment 
to the nation. The President is 
withholding materials that appellants 


urgently and vitally need to fulfill their 
legitimate legislative functions." 


The panel said that the public interest 


in obtaining the materials it subpoenaed 
from the President "is now significantly 
escalated after the dramatic events of 
this past weekend that saw the special 
prosecutor and the deputy attorney 
general fired and the attorney general 
resigned." 


U.S. Dist. Court Judge John J. Sirica 


last week dismissed the committee's 
civil suit against the President on the 
grounds it had failed to establish that the 
court had jurisdiction for such a case. 


The President announced Friday night 


that with the apprival of Ervin and 
Baker he planned to summarize the 
Watergate portions of the tapes and give 
them to the committee and the court 
after they had been verified by Sen. John 
C. Stennis, D-Miss. 


Battles rage in Mideast despite cease-fire

Fierce tank and artillery clashes 


exploded along the Suez Canal today and 
dogfights erupted over the Syrian 
battleground despite the U.N. ceasefire. 


The war raged into its 18th day on both 


fronts after a only partial overnight 
pause for the precarious Security 
Council truce designed to halt the com- 
bat in place and open the way to negot- 
iations for a permanent peace. 


Egypt called for an emergency 


Security Council meeting to discuss 
what it said were Israeli violations of the 
fragile cease-fire. The council president, 
Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Australia, 
called a midday session at U.N. 
headquarters in New York. 


Egypt and Israel had accepted the 


truce appeal —worked out by the United 
States and the Soviet Union —and both 


msiDE 
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ordered their armies Monday evening to 
hold their fire unless fired on. 


But Syria kept silent on the U.N. call, 


and only hours after it went into effect 
there were mutual accusations of 
ceasefire violations by Egyptians and 
Israelis along the Suez front. 


A correspondent for Egypt's Middle 


East News Agency said the Israeli and 
Egyptian forces by today were "locked 
in the most vicious fighting since the 
outbreak of the war." 


Syria charged the Israelis sent about 


60 warplanes in "waves" to bomb 
civilian targets today north of Damascus 
and said Israeli planes and cannons hit 
villages in the eastern foothils of Mt. 
Hermon. 


"Our jet fighters immediately clashed 


with the enemy in the most violent 
dogfight and prevented the enemy 
planes from carrying out their missions, 
forcing them to drop their bomb loads in 
barren mountainous areas," a Syrian 
communique said. 


The renewed fighting cast doubt on 


whether the cease-fire could bring a 
quick halt to the fourth Middle East war 
despite the apparent agreement between 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer and Soviet Communist party chief 
Leonid I. Brezhnev. 


There was no sign of any international 


supervision in the battle zones. U.N". 
officials said their truce observers were 
still in Cairo and Jerusalem, where they 
were evacuated when the war broke out 
Oct. 6. 


Israel charged the Eygptians with 


"incessant" cease-fire violations. The 
Tel Aviv command said its forces in the 
southern sector of the canal front had 
orders to continue fighting to counter 
what it said were persistant Egyptian 
attacks. 


Egypt said the Israelis grabbed new 


positions during the night, particularly 
in efforts to expand the Israeli foothold 
on the west bank of the canal. Israeli 
planes bombed and strafed Egyptian 


troops in the area of the Israeli penet- 
ration about midway up the canal, Cairo 
claimed. 


That "compels our forces to use force 


to strike at the Israeli forces in the 
positions occupied after the cease-fire," 
said a communique from the Egyptian 
command. 


The Middle East News Agency 


correspondent said the Egyptians along. 
the Suez Canal were attacking with 
hundreds of tanks, scores of mechanized 
infantry 
brigades 
and 
an 


"unprecedented" number of fighter- 
bombers. 


"The combined operations are forcing 


the enemy to fall back east while savage 
bombardment of enemy rockets on the 
west bank have reduced them to vir- 
tually nothing," he said. 


An Egyptian military spokesman 


charged that Israeli jets and tanks were 
carrying out "combat operations ... on 
severe! sectors." 


Israel, meanwhile, reported that us 


planes were attacking Egyptian troops 
on both sides of the canal while its ar- 
mored forces were hitting Egyptian 
positions on the west bank. 


An earlier Israeli communique 


reported heavy Egyptian fire Monday 
night and said, "toward the end of the 
night the shooting lessened but did not 
cease completely." Several hours later a 
second announcement in Tel Aviv 
reported: "At daybreak the Egyptians 
opened heavy fire on Israeli forces on the 
western bank of the Suez Canal on the 
central sector." 


There was no immediate word on 


Israeli retaliation in that area, but an 
official of the Israeli command said after 
the earlier reports of Egyptian firing 
that the Israeli forces "showed as much 
restraint as was possible before return- 
ing fire."

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New data ties Nixon to milk deal

WASHINGTON (AP) -New evidence 


has surfaced tying President Nixon to an 
alleged deal involving a pledge of $2 
million in campaign money in exchange 
for administration favors for the dairy 
industry. 


Investigative sources said Monday 


they have obtained a letter addressed to 
Nixon on Dec. 16,1970, reminding him of 
the industry's past support and telling 
him of the milk producer's need for 
immediate aid. 


The letter was written, the sources 


said, by Pat Hillings of the Associated 
Milk Producers Inc., the major industry 
group. 


The Associated Press has confirmed 


the letter's contents from four separate 
sources. 


"The thrust of the letter was a request 


that the President approve new milk 
tariffs that the industry was interested 
in," one source said. "It pointed out that 
the industry had $2 million available for 
1972 campaign contributions," but con- 
tinued aid for the nation's dairy farmers 


was necessary if they were to continue 
their support. 


Hillings noted that 3135,000 already 


had gone to 1970 congressional can- 
didates who were friends of dairymen, 
the sources said. 


A month later, when the new Nixon 


budget was announced, proposed dairy 
subsidies rose nearly 10 per cent, com- 
pared to a slight increase for feed-grain 
subsidies and a major decrease in 
food-aid shipments, another method of 
government farm support. 


The Hillings letter noted that it was 


bringing up a "sensitive political mat- 
ter," the sources said, and evidence 
indicates it went directly to then- 
presidential chief of staff H. R. 
Haldeman. One source said it isn't cer- 
tain whether Nixon read the letter or was 
merely told of its contents. 


However, the source said investigators 


have determined that Nixon learned of 
the contents of the letter. The source said 
the evidence of Nixon's knowledge was 
in a later response to the diary industry. 
The exact nature of this communication 
was not known. 


The following March, however, three 


events took place: 


-Or, March 22, 1971, the firs: SiO,000 


contribution from milk producers was 
secretiy delivered to a group of dummy 
campaign committees that later turned 
their holdings over to the Nixon re- 
election campaign. 


-The following day. President Nixon 


and then-Agnculture Secretary Clifford 
Hardin met at the White House with 16 
spokesmen for the dairy industry. 


-On March 25, Hardin reversed a 


decision not to grant an increase in 
federal price supports for rnilk and an- 
nounced approval of a 27-centsper- 
hundredweight hike in price supports, 
claiming he had received new economic 
data. 


The decision was worth between $500 


million and $700 million to the nation's 
milk producers. 


The secret campaign contributions 


later revealed by The Washington Post 
and federal investigators, poured into 
the dummy committees and Nixon 
campaign coffers for many months, 
eventually reaching more than $400,000. 


On Feb. 1, 1972, a Haiderr.ar. a.ce. 


Gordon Strachan, wrote a memo to his 
boss reporting that the Pres:dent's per- 
sonal attorney and fundraiser. Herbert 
W. Kalmbach, "is very concerned about 
his involvement in the milk producers 
situation." Strachan recommended that 
Kalmbach be relieved from his ass.gr- 
ment "because of the risk cf 
disclosures." 


The milk-funds case was among issues 


being investigated by Archibald Cox 
before he was fired as special Watergate 
prosecutor. The investigations now have 
been turned over to the Justice Depart- 
ment. But they remain partially blocked 
by Nixon's orders. 


Before Cox's dismissal Saturday, 


Nixon ordered that no more subpoenas 
be issued for White House documents 
and tape recordings, and Acting Atty. 
Gen. Robert H. Bork said Monday he 
planned to adhere "exactly to President 
Nixon's directives." 


Nixon's orders cover Watergate mat- 


ters as well as material and tapes 
relating to the milk funds, ITT and 
Ellsberg burglary investigations.

hoping to pass a bill aimed at mitigating 
energy shortages in Wisconsin have in- 
troduced a softened version of a measure 
favored by Gov. Patrick J. Lucey. 


Introduction of the new bipartisan 


measure was announced by state Rep. 
Harout Sanasarian, D-Milwaukee. dur- 
ing a public hearing Monday on 
problems of independent fuel dealers in 
their relations with major suppliers. 


The new bill was drafted in hopes of 


passage before the legislature adjourns 
its fall session at the end of this week. It 
removes a controversial provision to 
require Public Service Commission 
certification of oil wholesalers, jobbers 
and other suppliers. 


Instead, wholesalers and jobbers 


would be required only to register with 
the PSC, which could not refuse cer- 
tification. Wholesalers had complained 
that, under the original bill, the PSC 
could put them out of business by 
refusing certification. 


The legislature's Joint Finance Com- 


mittee last week had recommended 
killing of the original bill, drafted by the 
governor's special State Agency Energy 
Committee. 


The amended bill is sponsored by 


Sanasarian and Rep. James R. Lewis, 
R-West Bend. 


Registration of oil suppliers would 


help keep the PSC abreast of energy 
supplies on hand in the state, where oil 
is sold and how it is used. Such data 
would be used by the governor in any 
emergency allocation program he may 
consider to help assure equal fuel 
supplies. 


The hearing before the Assembly 


Commerce and Consumer Affairs Com- 
mittee drew some 170 independent retail 
gasoline dealers. Sanasarian, commit- 
tee chairman, accused major oil com- 
pany representatives of lack of 
cooperation. 


"The level of participation and 


cooperation we've had from the oil in- 
dustry on this fuel shortage has been 
almost zilch," Sanasarian said. 


He said repeated efforts to obtain in- 


formation by his committee, the PSC, a 
special governor's committee and the 
Department of Agriculture have had 
little results. 


Sanasanan said he believes there is no 


fuel crisis. 


"The only crisis we have is that there 


is a mockery being made of free en- 
terprise," he said. 


Arthur Johnson, executive vice 


president ot the Wisconsin Retail 
Gasoline Dealers Association, said 
major oil firms were trying to corner the 
retail market, divide it into geographic 
areas and drive independent dealers out 
of business. 


He said 240 independents have gone 


out of business in Wisconsin since 
January. 


Charles Hohlweck, gasoline retailer in 


Milwaukee, said his parent firm forced 
him from a franchise operation into a 
dealership, or "a company store." 


Hohlweck said when his lease was due 


to expire, company representatives 
asked him to sign a new lease containing 
major changes but refused to let him 
consult an attorney. 


"I asked if I could let my attorney go 


over the lease and five minutes later I 
was simply told that my lease had ex- 
pired," lie said, adding he had taken the 
matter to court.

Q: Whatever is put on my mahogany 


table top sticks to it. Sometimes things 
stick so tight it is quite a yank to get 
them off. The top is badly marred and 
now has no shine at all. Can you suggest 
how to make it non-sticky and restore 
shine? 


A: You don't say what the finish is, 


but it has to come off, all of it. It was 
either put on too thick, or additional 
coats were applied before the previous 
ones were thoroughly dry. If the finish is 
shellac, use alcohol to remove it. For 
varnish, use paint remover. If it's 
lacquer, use lacquer thinner. Be 
extremely careful with this. Lacquer 
thinner is so dangerously volatile you 
should use it outdoors, where you can 
get all possible ventilation. 


Q: My kitchen floor is ceramic tile 


with gray grouting. My wife spilled 
some cooking oil, turning the grout 
black at that spot. This looks better than 
the gray grout. So could I treat the rest 
of the floor with linseed or mineral oil? 
—Waterbury, Conn. 


A: Possible, but you're letting your- 


self in for a great deal of work. Here's 
why. When you spread the oil, you leave 
it for an hour or so to soak in. But then 
you absolutely must wipe up every bit of 
oil left on the surface. If you don't, the 
floor will always be tacky, probably 
slippery at times, and for sure a cham- 
pion collector of dirt and footprints. 
After this rigorous wiping (if you're still 
interested) you must let the oil dry for at 
least a week. Then if the grout hasn't 
turned black enough, you do this all over 
again. As Sam Goldwyn once said, you 
can include me out.

spots, first try to scrape off as much as 
you reasonably can, using your thumb- 
nail, a very dull blade, a putty knife (be 
careful that the corners don't scratch) 
or a squared bit of hard wood.

Halloween ntes The Druids regarded 
them as sacred. embod_v ing the souls of 
people w horn Samhain had punished for 
their evil deeds 


Other examples of mystical, magical 


Halloween lore collected bv Flora Mears 
include the tradition of bobbing for 
apples in a tub, which also has Druidic 
origins and goes back to the Middle 
Ages, and the pract'ce in England of 
telling fortunes and ghost stories at 
Halloween

as Ringo Starr, Alice Cooper, the 
Grateful Dead and Grand Funk. 


The deejays got help from the record 


industry, rocked last J une by allegations 
of "payola" and "drugola," but they 
emphasize the campaign is their own 
idea from start to finish

come out to your house and slit your 
puppy's throat ' " 


Interestingly, the campaign attacks 


only hard drugs, not the so-called "soft" 
drugs like marijuana. \\ hy? 


Ladd says it's simply because a large 


percentage of young Americans laugh at 
any suggestions marijuana is harmful 


"If we were to even hint that we were 


against grass, the credibility of the an- 
nouncements against heroin would be

He said the idea of a "Get Off" cam- 


paign started when NAPRA members

Cane asked a second youth 
who appeared before him for selling 
drugs to a county narcotics agent. 


"It's not hard to sell it," the youth 


replied. 


Where is it being sold? "Just about 


But, he 
said he had not seen many drugs sold or 
used on school grounds. He was a 
student at Appleton High School-West. 


He sold a narcotics agent an ounce of 


marijuana for $15 last Aug. 27, he ad- 
mitted in Juvenile Court. He had traded 
a casette tape player for $60 worth of 
marijuana from a youth who appeared 
in court earlier for selling drugs to the 
agent. 


Cane ordered a social studv and con- 


tinued the case to Nov. 9. He imposed an 
8 p.m. curfew. 


He and the boy who admitted getting 


commissions on nickel and dime bags of 
marijuana are both 16 years old. They 
were among nine juveniles arrested a 
week ago after four months of under- 
cover investigation. 


The boy who appeared in court earlier 


pleaded 
guilty to two counts of 


marijuana sale last August. Cane found 
the boy delinquent and placed him 
under supervision of the county 
Department of Social Services until he 
is 18. 


A caseworker recommended super- 


vision. "Were it not for the recommen- 
dation, 
you'd 
be 
packing your 


toothbrush and bag and going to the 
state boys' school," Cane remarked. "I 
don't look on this type of matter very 
lightly." 


The boy told Cane he started selling 


marijuana last summer because " ... I 


thought I'd be able to make a little 
money." Some of his friends were doing 
it, he said. 


He sold to youngsters 15 years and 


older, he confessed. He identified his 
supplier as another high school student. 


Narcotics agents said they bought 


marijuana from him Aug. 10 and 16 in 
Alicia Park. Cane ordered the boy to 
make restitution to the narcotics squad 
for the $12.50 agents paid him. 


Appleton police said they caught the

The developments followed Nixon's 


weekend firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox and the 
resignation of Any. Gen. Elliot L. 
Richardson and dismissal of his deputy, 
William D. Ruckelshaus, when they 
refused Nixon's order to fire Cox. 


Speaker Carl Albert scheduled a news 


conference for today to announce the 
decision by Democratic leaders. 


Albert and several other House 


leaders conferred Monday on the crisis 
over the Watergate tapes. A deputy 
Democratic whip. Rep. Jim Wright of 
Texas, said the leaders appeared agreed 
that an inquiry into impeachment 
grounds would be preferable at this time 
to a fullscale impeachment investigat- 
ion. 


Wright also said he was sure Albert 
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wants to delay possible formal im- 
peachment proceedings until Congress 
confirms Gerald R. Ford's nomination 
as vice president.

Jolted by the arrests of nine juveniles from Appleton 


High School-West in Outagamie County's biggest drug 
crackdown last week, the Appleton Board of Education 
decided Monday night to thoroughly review its drug abuse 
policy and consider other ways to handle the problem. 


Mrs. Mabel McClanahan, board president, said she 


intended to push for a deep board probe into all drug- 
related programs and policies. Administrators said the 
two-year-old drug abuse policy apparently had been 
working, but they invited board review of it. 


The board took no specific action, but informally agreed 


to Mrs. McClanahan's directing administrators, students 
and interested board members to suggest drug abuse police 
revisions. The high schools' student leaders are expected to 
be included in the analysis. 


Other alternatives brought forward also will be con- 


sidered, including a police liaison officer in the schools 
primarily to counsel and inform students. 


Board members voted against a proposal by new board 


member Judy Patterson, who called for the board to ask 
the mayor to form a committee, with representation from 
numerous areas, to study the drug problem on a com- 
munitvwide basis and come forth with proposed solutions. 


Board members questioned the value of such a study by 


a large committee since other community agencies and 
groups already are involved with the drug problem. 


"I don't feel it's a problem for a big committee to 


resolve," said Paul Heid, a board member. 


Kenneth Sager, another board member, expressed con- 


cern about the ramifications of such a committee's making 
recommendations to, for example, the board about its 
policies. He said the drug situation was "volatile and 
emotional" and must be handled carefully. 


Board members also questioned whether they should be 


asking the mayor to do anything, suggesting that it was 
out of their realm of responsibility. 


The board meeting was moved from the board room to 


the auditorium at Morgan administration building because 
of an overflow crowd. The discussion on the drug problem 
was opened by spokesmen for a large contingent of West 
High students. 


The students expressed concern about West High's 


image in the community, contending that stories in The 
Post-Crescent gave the unfair impression that school was 
drug infested. 
"We're not all a bunch of freaks over at West." said 


Steve King, student council president 


The West spokesmen also expressed concern about the 


effect that the drug arrests and the stories would have on 
the future of the relatively new concept of high school open 
campus, which frees teachers from study hal! and other 
supervisors- responsibilities and allows students, with 


parental permission, to be on their own when not in class. 


Mrs. McClanahan assured the students the open campus 


wouldn't just be thrown out and said she considered open 
campus and the drug problem "two different subjects 
which can't automatically be correlated." She said there 
are no statistics to show that open campus contributes to 
drug abuse, but she later indicated that open campus — 
along with all other aspects of school, such as drug classes 
and student-parent cooperation m drug abuse policy 
enforcement —will come under scrutiny 


Mrs. Patterson, who has been a leader in fighting drug 


abuse in the area and recently had told The Post-Crescent 
she believed open campus should be abolished, shifted to 
a more moderate position. 


She told students she didn't favor abolishment neces- 


sarily, but favored modification of open campus by not 
allowing students who don't maintain grades and atten-

The officers' 
homes are located throughout the 
county so that one of them should be 
able to reach the scene of an accident or 
emergency within 20 minutes or half 
hour, Wilberscheid said. 


Often this would be less time than it 


would take an officer on duty to reach 
the same emergency if he were in some 
other part of the county at the time, he 
said. 
Wilberscheid said if protection is 


requested from 3 to 7 a.m. it would 
require two men to a car which would 
make it equal to an eight hour shift. 
Total cost would be about S26.560 per 
year. 
He noted that it was suggested that 


men from the sheriff's office travel the 
county at night, checking doors in 
villages and outlying areas. They would 
be available for all sheriff's calls and 
could serve as traffic officers during 
these hours. 


A midnight to 8 a.m. shift with this 


kind of coverage could cost the county 
$36,000 per year. 


Wilberscheid noted that it was his 


committee's opinion that the accident 
rate could not be reduced by any great 
amount, or that the incidence of crime 
be noticeably less, if there are police 
traveling during the hours in question. 


Sheriff Ted Pagel said that for the 


past several months unmarked cars 


were patroling high incident areas, but 
had to be cut back due to budget limi- 
tations. He felt a security patrol assist- 
ed by tafffic patrol would curtail many 
incidents. "If you want to have a good 
law enforcement department, it's going 
to cost money. You get just what you put 
into it," he said. 


Chief of Police Al Bartash of New 


Holstein said his force helps out the 
county quite a bit and consequently 
leaves New Holstein unprotected. 
"Their problem is our problem," he 
noted. "Our councilmen are putting the 
pressure on to stay in the city. Yet, 
when we get a call of an accident, 
staying away until the county boys get 
there could mean a life," he noted. 


Chief of Police Emmery Farren of 


Kiel said his department got requests 
from three counties and felt that the 
24-hour protection would help a great 
deal, especially in the southwestern 
part of the county. 


Vic Juno, Calumet County traffic 


captain, admitted that patrols are thin 
on the end of the county. He said patrols 
concentrate on the northern end of the 
county because of the high rate of travel 
to and from the Fox Valley areas and 
trouble spots along the lakeshore. If it 
was just traffic enforcement, there 
would be no problem, he said, but there 
are other things such as blood runs, 
funeral escorts. 


Chief of Police Dan Albydll of Chilton 


said his problem area is Gravesville, 
where tavern brawls and civil disorders 
have occurred. "We get called there 
and citizens are complaining we have 
no business there. So now we don't go 
anymore," he said. 


Juno rebutted, saying an emergency 


can come any time. People may feel 
safe with a car patrolling the area, but 
he said, but the person doing the van- 
dalism also knows when the car is not 
around. He noted that between Kiel, 
Chilton, New Holstein and the sheriff's 
department, 24 men take care of the 
county. 


Wilberscheid said he agreed with the 


concerns of the cities, but questioned 
whether "we will accomplish more by 
the added men and money spent."

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Towns' group 
seeks right 
of home rule

MADISON — The Wisconsin Towns 


Association has asked the legislature to 
grant the right of home rule to towns 
to the same degree that incorporated 
cities and villages have enjoyed since 
1924. 


In arranging for the introduction of 


enabling legislation, Myron Lotto of 
Green Bay, legislative agent of the 
organization, recalled that the Wis- 
consin electorate a year ago ratified a 
constitutional amendment that permits 
a limited form of home rule for county 
governments. 


The extension of powers to towns is 


especially needed in many of the 
suburban towns of the state. They are 
growing in population and cannot al- 
ways accommodate public service 
needs because towns are limited to 
such powers and services as explicitly 
authorized in legislative acts. Lotto 
said. 


"Home rule" in cities and villages is 


not absolute. The concept means that 
incorporated communities can act, 
through their legally chosen officers, to 
enact ordinances in the absence of 
conflicting state-wide laws enacted by 
the legislature. 


The Association also asked the 


legislature to authorize an interim 
study by the Legislative Council on the 
feasibility of the incorporation of town 
governments as cities or villages. 


Because the towns lobby has unsuc- 


cessfully sponsored and vigorously 
promoted incorporation bills in recent 
legislative sessions, the study proposal 
appeared to some legislators to be a 
retreat from the earlier association 
position. 


There are about 1300 towns in the 


state- 


Lotto indicated he hopes to win 


approval of the home rule amendment 
proposal in the current legislature, and 
again early in the 1975 legislature, so 
that it may reach a referendum ballot 
in the spring of 1975. Capitol observers 
believe, however, that the inevitably- 
controversial nature of the proposal 
will prevent such early enactment-

Wright-principal figure m the latest 
deal from Milwaukee's standpoint-is as 
accurate as his sizeup was of Money, the 
Brewers could make significant head- 
way in baseball's American League East 
next season. 


Wilson acquired veteran lefthanded 


pitchers Wright and Steve Barber, out- 
fielder Ken Berry and catcher Art 
Kusyner from the California Angels for 
catcher Ellie Rodriguez, outfielders Joe 
Lahoud and Ollie Brown and pitchers 
Skip Lockwood and Gary Ryerson. 


The Brewers also obtained a player to 


be named later, presumably a minor 
leaguer. 


"Wright was a big winner two years 


ago and we think he can come back," 
Wilson said. 


Wilson had said much the same a year 


ago of Money, then coming off a .222 
season for Philadelphia after having hit 
a solid .295 two years earlier. After a 
slow start this year. Money proved Wil- 
son right by hitting .284. fielding better 
than most third basemen in the league 
and leading the Brewers in stolen bases. 


This time Wilson is gambling that 


Wright, 30, is a much better performer 
than he showed in 1973, when he won 11 
games, lost 19 and was pounded for 273 
hits in 256 innings. 


Wright's prior record is much more 


impressive. He won 22,16 and 18 games 
the previous three years for the light 
hitting Angels and his earned run 
average was under 3.00 each of those 
seasons. 


He holds Angels' records for victories 


(87), games pitched (266), games 
completed (51), games started (189) and 
innings pitched (1,404). He pitched a 
no-hitter against Oakland in 1970. 


"You've got some guys over there who

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Wafer for Grand Chute 


The Grand Chute Water Commission has tossed a curve 


into discussions with the City of Appleton regarding 
purchasing water from the Appleton Water Commission for 
the Grand Chute Sanitary District. 


Grand Chute is asking for "the absolute right to expand 


the district as they deem advisable, with water to be 
supplied by Appleton in amount as requested." The word 
absolute is the curve ball. 


In making its evaluation whether it could supply Grand 


Chute's water needs, Appleton asked Grand Chute to supply 
through its engineers projections of the district's future 
needs. They did so, and Appleton's engineers concluded the 
city system could supply those needs. So there isn't any 
problem as far as water itself is concerned. 


But Grand Chute is asking for a one-way contract. It 


wants the right to terminate the arrangement on one year's 
notice. Yet once Appleton provides service the city is 
compelled by statute to continue that service indefinitely. 
That means that Appleton would have to be prepared to 
meet all future demands from within the present sanitary 
district. But the city certainly cannot absolutely guarantee 
to meet all the needs of the expansion of the district 
geographically. It can say that it is prepared to supply all 
foreseeable needs, and that is all that is really necessary on 
a practical basis. 


Appleton has gone about as far as it can go in offering to 


sell the Grand Chute district water. Now the town board, 
which is acting also as the sanitary' district commission, 
will have to decide whether it wants to purchase water or go 
it alone with its own well supply system. The costs of 
purchasing the water from Appleton are known. The costs of 
drilling wells and providing treatment facilities are only 
estimated. The quality of the water available from Appleton 
is also known. The quality available through wells, which 
for certain would have to be treated for hardness, is 
unknown. In the end the matter should be resolved with only 
one question in mind: What is best for the water users in the 
district? 


Funds lacking in pollution fight 


While there was political gamesmanship in it for the 


attorneys general of Illinois and Michigan, the out-of-court 
settlement of a suit brought by the two states against Racine 
and Kenosha re-establishes some important points about the 
fight against pollution in Lake Michigan. 


The two cities agreed to build new sewerage plants to 


match the standards required of other Lake Michigan cities. 
But the timetable of the settlement is binding only if 
adequate federal funding is available. 


All this has a familiar ring to it for the Fox River Valley 


where Green Bay is building a $65-plus million plant while 
communities upstream are just getting anti-pollution ef- 
forts in gear. One of the reasons for that tardiness is money. 
In August, the state Department of Natural Resources said 
only 50 to 75 projects on a priority list of 500 have a chance 
of getting immediate federal help. 


The reason is President Nixon's impoundment of S6 billion 


of $11 billion in anti-pollution appropriations. That consti- 
tutional matter is going to be settled by the Supreme Court, 
but it should not require a Supreme Court case to convince 
the administration it has chosen a faulty field for its battle 
with Congress over a spending ceiling. 


Nixon challenges Congress 


Could it be that President Nixon is purposely challenging 


the Congress to conduct impeachment proceedings against 
him? This is one explanation for the hard, arbitrary line he 
took over the weekend regarding the Watergate tapes. 


What would be the reason for such a challenge? It could be 


the President's conviction that impeachment proceedings 
would fail, leaving him in a commanding position vis a vis 
Congress. And in the process he would also establish the 
executive's total independence of the federal court system. 


President Nixon made a major point of preserving his 


executive privilege in his weekend actions. He refused to 
turn over the Watergate tapes to Judge John Sirica because 
he said that would be an open invitation to 400 other federal 
judges to request the tapes. And he fired Special Investiga- 
tor Archibald Cox because Cox was persisting in demanding 
that the tapes be turned over to the court. 


The removal of Cox practically prevents an appeal of 


Judge Sirica's tapes decision to the Supreme Court, for Cox 
was the only prosecutor who could so appeal. The President 
said that he would not appeal, again emphasizing his 
conviction that he was not answerable to the judicial 
process. 


The only alternative left then for a resolution of the tapes 


question other than acceptance of the President's terms is 
an impeachment proceeding by Congress. The President 
certainly knows this and apparently is so certain of his 
ground that he is willing to face that eventuality. 


New vaccine for rabies 


The number of people who die from rabies is not large. In 


1971 only 791 deaths in the whole world were reported. 
However, estimates are that there may actually be ten times 
as many due to faulty medical reports and understanding. 
There were a million potential rabies cases treated and that 
was a harrowing experience to the individuals. Treatment 
means a series of fourteen to twenty-one injections, one a 
day over a period of two to three weeks. Obviously it's 
difficult to do in some parts of the world. Side effects are 
often a serious ordeal. 


The World Health Organization is currently testing a new 


one-shot vaccine for rabies. Fast multiplying human cells 
are injected with the rabies virus. When the proper strength 
has been attained, the virus is killed and is ready for 
injection into the human bitten by a rabid animal. The 
injection causes the rapid development of antibodies in the 
victim's blood. However, at present the patient is also 
inoculated with blood serum already fortified with the 
antibodies. Here, too, there has been progress in that human 
volunteers rather than horses are used. Horse serum causes 
severe reactions including death in some people. 


The new vaccine is not yet ready for distribution. But it's 


apparently on the way. And that's good news.

And one of the 
privileges of incumbency is to withhold a 
declaration of re-election candidacy as long as 
possible for such discomfiture quotient it may 
have for possible challengers. In any e% 
pent, Lt. 


Gov. Mertin Schreiber is not making any secret 
about his eagerness to declare his own 
availability in the unlikely event that the 
governor retires. 


Republican outlook lean 


The Republican ticket outlook is about as lean 


as at any time within the memory of most voters 
and politicians of middle age and below. 


There has been an assumption, plausible 


enough, that Any. Gen. Robert Warren, having 
won under the hard challenge of the strong 


Democratic campaign in 1970, would be a na- 
tural nominee for governor. For months his 
acmities supported the idea. As long as two 
years ago friends were spending money print- 
ing campaign buttons on his behalf. 


But it is not difficult to discern that there may 


be reservations in Warren's mind today and 
perhaps on the pan of strategically placed party 
men as well. It could not have been pleasant to 
observe the strained boomlet for Melvin Laird 
over many weeks, from the perspective of the 
attorney g'eneral's office, especially when it was 
followed, as informed persons knew it would be 
followed, by Laird's unequivocal disclaimer. 


A fall-back candidate would probably be 


drawn from the Republican roster of the state 
Senate. James Devitt of suburban Milwaukee is 
willing, as he tells Capitol visitors and others 
daily. Sen. Raymond Johnson, the Senate 
Republican leader, is pondering that track, 
among others. 


But would Johnson forfeit a Senate seat, as 


would be required, for an underdog's chance to 
sit in the governor's chair? Can Devitt be 
credibly presented, as a back row legislator? 
There is Sen. Gerald Lorge, who tells reporters 
at every opportunity that he is interested in 
advancement. A headline in his home news- 
paper above one of his recurring comments on 
the matter related that he wants to run for 
"something." That pretty well summarizes his 
anamalous situation. 


For United States Senator, as Chairman 


David Sullivan has publicly asserted, the party 
has yet to discover even a clue to a plausible 
candidate for its nomination. If it cannot do so, 
and must fall back to a nonpolitical "name" as 
in the campaign against Sen. William Proxmire 
three years ago, it would tend to immobilize the 
more important gubernatorial challenge, and 
the realists in the party know it well. 


The party tried the stalking horse device with 


humiliating consequences in 1970, when Prox- 
mire polled a percentage margin unequalled in 
Wisconsin history in a contested situation. The 
memory of that debacle is the cause of 
provocative speculation now in some of the less 
orthodox GOP circles. 


Why not, such pragmatists ask in effect, 


nominate an attractive, young "new" face, 
someone whose career has not yet advanced to 
the degree that a probable defeat would be 
hurtful, and who might, indeed, find gain and 
distinction in having made a valiant fight on 
behalf of the Grand Old Party against great 
odds? 


It is not yet clear that the party elders are 


aware of such ruminations or that they would 
prudently encourage them. But the topic is 
being quiety reviewed in statehouse chats. 
Among the names cited are two able newcomers 
to the state Senate, both of whom could volun- 
teer in midterm. They are Sen. Thomas Petri of 
Fond du Lac and Robert W. Kasten of Thiens- 
ville.

Harris awakened 
to be given pill 


Continuing where I left off yesterday, 


let me assure you that the old cartoon 
definition of a hospital is not an out- 
moded gag: "A hospital is a place 
where they wake you up at 2 a.m. to give 
you a sleeping pill." It actually hap- 
pened to me-and in what is probably 
the finest medical center in all of the 
U.S. 


A couple of nights after surgery, I 


asked the nurse for a sleeping pill 
around 11 p.m. She said the cabinet was 
locked, but she would get me one as 
soon as possible. Ten minutes later 1 fell 
into a deep sleep—and would you 
believe, she came into my room at 
11:30, shook me awake, and handed me 
the sleeping pill! 


What are you going to do with people 


like that? I could multiply this by a 
dozen other incidents equally absurd, 
but my purpose is not to berate or 
denigrate any particular hospital. It is. 
rather, to point out that our institu- 
tions — whether they be hospitals, 
universities or large 
corporations- 


spend untold millions upon steel and 
concrete and glass and electronic mar- 
vels, while at the same time ignoring 
the basic human element in their 
operations. 


The 
ultimate 
end-product 
of 


everything in society is, or should be, 
the betterment of the individual; and 
yet the individual has become a faceless 
cog in the complex machinery of most 
institutions in our time. This is the 
tragic paradox of mass technology. 


The means tend to take charge of the 


ends, and the ends are largely forgotten 
in the complicated administration of the 
means. For instance, the end (and only 
justification) of a university is to turn 
out an educated graduate. Yet, this is 
the very last thing anyone feels respon- 
sible for in the massive mass-produc- 
tion university of today. The important 
thing is "processing" the product, not 
wondering whether the process is worth 
it all. 


The Frankenstein monster of our time 


is not. as I have said before, a matter of 
machines beginning to think like men; 
it is a matter of men beginning to think 
like machines- It is a matter of deper- 
sonalizing social processes so that 
eventually we forget that the patient is 
the unit of practice, or the student is the 
product of learning, or the customer is 
more important than the marketing 
graph. 


And it is a further paradox that in this 


land where "individualism" is a creed 
that has almost outstripped conven- 
tional religious belief, the individual 
puts up with worse treatment than 
almost anywhere else in the world-and 
is regarded as a "trouble-maker" if he 
complains very much about it. 


The central thing we don't understand 


yet is the optimum relationship between 
the individual and the community. Until 
we get that relationship straight in our 
minds, we can't begin to satisfy either 
the demands of the individual or the 
needs of the community. We can only- 
shout meaningless slogans.

Democrats still 
lack candidate 


Considering the current climate of 


unprecedented Republican scandal and 
outrageously higher prices, there is a 
remarkable 
lack 
of glee among 


Democratic Party officials 
about 


recapturing the White House in 1976. 


The major problem, ironically, is 


Teddy Kennedy. 


Kennedy, the logical Democratic 


champion to move into the leadership 
vacuum created by Watergate and Spiro 
Agnew's resignation, simply has not 
emerged as a dazzling political alter- 
native to the Republicans. Kennedy in 
fact, is not doing so well as he ought to 
be doing in public opinion. 


This is a time when the Democrats 


ought to be producing a hero around 
whom the disenchanted can rally. The 
last of the Kennedy brothers, with his 
illustrious name and vast political con- 
nections and money, should be that 
man. And as long as he continues to 
signal that he may be interested in 
seeking the Presidential nomination, he 
overshadows iesser-known figures who 
might otherwise be collecting attention 
and supporters. 


Resistance still strong 


But something is wrong. Recent polls 


indicate there is a substantial bloc of 
public resistance to Kennedy, and it 
isn't going away. 


He remains the first choice among 


Democrats for the nomination, accord- 
ing to a Gallup Poll. But winning the 
party's nomination would be a futile 
exercise if there is little hope in the 
general election; a McGovem repeat is 
not a desirable idea. And it may be that 
Kennedy is the only Democrat with 
enough dedicated enemies to lose the 
Presidency in 1976 to any Republican 
but Agnew or Richard Nixon. 


Kennedy arouses emotional extremes, 


which is not necessarily a favorable 
condition for a Presidential candidate. 
A Harris Poll last week indicated 43 per 
cent of those surveyed do not fully trust 
his integrity, 34 per cent think he does 
not deserve the Presidency because of 
the Chappaquiddick incident, 56 per 
cent think he gets everything just 
because of his name, and 44 per cent 
feel he does not have the personality 
and leadership qualities a President 
should have. 


Significantly, the percentage with the 


negative view toward Kennedy in the 
first three categories has changed no 
more than two points in the past three 
years. That represents 
locked-in 


disapproval unlikely to be modified by a 
campaign. This year's revival of the 
Chappaquiddick memory through com- 
parison .of moral conduct with the 
Watergate 
crimes, 
for 
instance, 


changed the mind of only 1 per cent of 
those who thought last year the auto 
accident made him undeserving of the 
Oval office. That 1 per cent moved from 
an anti-Kennedy to a doubting position. 


Figure break down 


The 44 per cent that felt Kennedy did 


not have adequate leadership capacity 
was a one-point increase over last year, 
but 6 points less than two years ago. A 
breakdown of responses in that category- 
indicates that Kennedy has the most 
identifiable opposition among high 
schooi and college graduates, execu- 
tives and those in professions, people 
aged 30 and over, residents of suburbs, 
and non-minorities.

exchange for 'summaries' of certain 
tapes. This is not correct. 


"While the President has unilaterally 


offered 'summaries' of certain tape 
recordings, there was no commitment 
by Sens. (Sam J.) Ervin and (Howard 
H.) Baker ihat, as a quid pro quo, this 
lawsuit would be withdrawn." 


The committee said, "We need hardly 


stress that this case is of great moment 
to the nation. The President is 
withholding materials that appellants 


urgently and vitally need to fulfill their 
legitimate legislative functions." 


The panel said that the public interest 


in obtaining the materials it subpoenaed 
from the President "is now significantly 
escalated after the dramatic events of 
this past weekend that saw the special 
prosecutor and the deputy attorney 
general fired and the attorney general 
resigned."

Bottle rage in Mideast despite cease-fire

Fierce tank and artillery clashes 


exploded along the Suez Canal today and 
dogfights erupted over the Syrian 
battleground despite the U.N. ceasefire. 


The war raged into its 18th day on both 


fronts after a only partial overnight 
pause for the precarious Security 
Council truce designed to halt the com- 
bat in place and open the way to negot- 
iations for a permanent peace. 


Egypt called for an emergency 


Security Council meeting to discuss 
what it said were Israeli violations of the 
fragile cease-fire. The council president, 
Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Australia, 
called a midday session at U.N. 
headquarters in New York. 


Egypt and Israel had accepted the 


truce appeal —worked out by the United 
States and the Soviet Union —and both 


ordered their armies Monday evening to 
hold their fire unless fired on. 


But Syria kept silent on the U.N. call, 


and only hours after it went into effect 
there were mutual accusations of 
ceasefire violations by Egyptians and 
Israelis along the Suez front. 


A correspondent for Egypt's Middle 


East News Agency said the Israeli and 
Egyptian forces by today were "locked 
in the most vicious fighting since the 
outbreak of the war." 


Syria charged the Israelis sent about 


60 warplanes in "waves" to bomb 
civilian targets today north of Damascus 
and said Israeli planes and cannons hit 
villages in the eastern ioothils of Mt. 
Hermon. 


"Our jet fighters immediately clashed 


with the enemy in the most violent 
dogfight and prevented the enemy 
planes from carrying out their missions, 
forcing them to drop their bomb loads in 
barren mountainous areas," a Syrian 
communique said. 


The renewed fighting cast doubt on 


whether the cease-fire could bring a 
quick halt to the fourth Middle East war 
despite the apparent agreement between 
U.S. Secretary- of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer and Soviet Communist party chief 
Leonid I. Brezhnev. 


There was no sign of any international 


supervision in the battle zones. U.N. 
officials said their truce observers were 
still in Cairo and Jerusalem, where they 
were evacuated when the war broke out 
Oct. 6. 


Israel charged the Eygptians with 


'Incessant" cease-fire violations. The 
Tel Aviv command said its forces in the 
southern sector of the canal front had 
orders to continue fighting to counter 
what it said were persistant Egyptian 
attacks. 


Egypt said the Israelis grabbed new- 


positions during the night, particularly 
in efforts to expand the Israeli foothold 
on the west bank of the canal. Israeli 
planes bombed and strafed Egyptian 


troops in the area of the Israeli penet- 
ration about midway up the canal, Cairo 
claimed. 


That "compels our forces to use force 


to strike at the Israeli forces in the 
positions occupied after the cease-fire," 
said a communique from the Egyptian 
command. 


The Middle East News Agency 


correspondent said the Egyptians along 
the Suez Canal were attacking with 
hundreds of tanks, scores of mechanized 
infantry

"unprecedented" number of fighter- 
bombers. 


"Tne combined operations are forcing 


the enemy to fall back east while savage 
bombardment of enemy rockets on the 
west bank have reduced them to vir- 
tually nothing," he said. 


An Egyptian military spokesman 


charged that Israeli jets and tanks were 
carrying out "combat operations ... on 
several sectors." 


Israel. meanwhile, reported that its 


planes were attacking Egyptian troops 
on both sides of the canal while its ar- 
mored forces were hitting Egyptian 
positions on the west bank.

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New data ties Nixon to milk deal

WASHINGTON (AP) -New evidence 


has surfaced tying President Nixon to an 
alleged deal involving a pledge of S2 
million in campaign money in exchange 
for administration favors for the dairy 
industry. 


Investigative sources said Monday 


they have obtained a letter addressed to 
Nixon on Dec. 16,1970, reminding him of 
the industry's past support and telling 
him of the milk producer's need for 
immediate aid. 


The letter was written, the sources 


said, by Pat Hillings of the Associated 
Milk Producers Inc., the major industry 
group. 


The Associated Press has confirmed 


the letter's contents from four separate 
sources. 


"The thrust of the letter was a request 


that the President approve new milk 
tariffs that the industry was interested 
in," one source said. "It pointed out that 
the industry had $2 million available for 
1972 campaign contributions," but con- 
tinued aid for the nation's dairy farmers 


was necessary if they were to continue 
their support. 


Hillings noted that Si35,000 already 


had gone to 1970 congressional can- 
didates who were friends of dairymen, 
the sources said. 


A month later, when the new Nixon 


budget was announced, proposed dairy 
subsidies rose nearly 10 per cent, com- 
pared to a slight increase for feed-grain 
subsidies and a major decrease in 
food-aid shipments, another method of 
government farm support. 


The Hillings letter noted that it was 


bringing up a "sensitive political mat- 
ter," the sources said, and evidence 
indicates it went directly to then- 
presidential chief of staff H. R. 
Haldeman. One source said it isn't cer- 
tain whether Nixon read the letter or was 
merely told of its contents. 


However, the source said investigators 


have determined that Nixon learned of 
the contents of the letter. The source said 
the evidence of Nixon's knowledge was 
in a later response to the diary industry. 
The exact nature of this communication 
was not known. 


Tne following March, however, three 


events took place: 


-On March 22. 1971. the first SIO.OOG

nounced approval of a 27-centsper- 
hundredweight hike in price supports, 
claiming he had received ne* economic 
data. 


The decision was worth between S500 


million and S700 million to the nation's 
milk producers, 


The secret campaign contributions 


later revealed by The Washington Post 
and federal investigators, poured into 
the dummy committees and Nixon 
campaign coffers for many months, 
eventually reaching more than $400,000. 


On Feb. I, 1972, a Haideman aide, 


Gordon Strachan, wrote a memo tc his 
boss reporting that the President's per- 
sonal attorney and fundraiser, Herbert 
W. Kalmbach, "is very concerned about 
his involvement in the rnilk producers 
situation." Strachan recommended that 
Kalmbach be relieved from his assign- 
ment "because of the risk of 
disclosures." 


The milk-funds case was among issues 


being investigated by Archibald Cox 
before he was fired as special Watergate 
prosecutor. The investigations now have 
been turned over to the Justice Depart- 
ment. But they remain partially blocked 
by Nixon's orders. 


Before Cox's dismissal Saturday, 


Nixon ordered that no more subpoenas 
be issued for White House documents 
and tape recordings, and Acting Atty.

Preventive medicine and health

of the Indian population, tuberculosis, 
and the special medical problems of 
adolesence including drug abuse, 
veneral disease, and pregnancy. 


Area residents have responded with 


enthusiasm to the new clinic, both as 
patients and workers. The clinic is 
staffed entirely by trained volunteers 
and professionals. Two physicians, Dr. 
Joseph Zondio, a Green Bay pedia- 
trician, and Dr. Dan Shea, a general 
practitioner, are working with the 
Oneida Health Center, and an area 
internist has indicated interest in the 
program. 


Community health representatives 


from the Great Lakes Inter-Tribal 
Council and the Maternal-Child Health 
Program aides, a Vista Volunteer, two 
registered nurses, a licensed medical 
technologist, and volunteers from the 
Oneida Indians and the non-Indian 


population of the Oneida area all work 
at keeping the Health Center in 
operation. 


The volunteers record medical his- 


tories, take temperatures and blood 
pressures, screen for vision and hear- 
ing trouble, draw blood samples, and 
help undress and prepare the patients 
for examination. 


"A lot of people don't have proper 


care," explains Mrs. Edith Reed. "And 
if we didn't help, it wouldn't work," 
adds Mrs. Faun Cannon about the new 
health center.

114 rape case

Again under terms of the agreement 


announced by Dist. Any. John Ensley. 
each man was fined Sl,000 and costs and 
was placed on five years probation to 
the Wisconsin Department of Health 
and Social Services after 
Pfiffner 


stayed execution of five-year prison 
sentences against four of them. 


The five who pleaded guilty were Alan 


J. Snortum, 19. 230 Broad St., Menasha; 
Noel W. Shentt, 25, formerly of Chicago 
and now living in Wmr.ebago County, 
and Robert C. Hannigan, 21; Robert E. 
Freeman, 37, and Russell J. Lafferty, 
27, all of the Chicago area. 


No prison sentence was imposed then 


stayed for Lafferty. 


All five have been charged with 


numerous other counts which were dis- 
missed on motions by Ensley, who has 
been assisted by attorney Dennis 
Herrling whom he hired as special 
prosecutor. 


Two defendants, James P. Bloy, 21,

person caught in the web of declining 
ethical standards." The judge then 
sentenced him to nine months in the 
Winnebago County Jail beginning Nov. 
5, with work release privilege, ordered 
a fine of $5,000 and put Ische on proba- 
tion for five years to the state Depart- 
ment of Health and Social Services. 
Ische may be transferred to a jail closer 
to his place of employment. The fine is 
to be paid during the probation period.

"We're not funded in any way, shape 


or form," according to Betsy Tollefson. 
The health center began with a $200 
grant * from the Wisconsin Indian 
Resource Center, "and that's all the 
money we have in the world," says 
Betsy. 


There are special medical needs for 


a clinic in Oneida. One is the number 
of low income familes, another is 
transportation. There is also an ex- 
ceptionally high incidence of illness in 
newborns, and prevalence of diabetes 
and inner ear infection among the In- 
dians. 


Eventually the Oneida Health Center 


will be a full clinic, possible meeting 
once a week if the manpower and 
necessary funds can be provided. 


The next clinic is scheduled for the 


end of the month and physicals for the

Reporters who 
write about defense matters are busy 
writing about the war and its military 
implications in this country. 


An Aspin release on defense spend- 


ing probably would be lost in the 
shuffle. 


Saying something newsworthy isn't 


as difficult as some congressmen and 
their staffs seem to feel. Aspin said 


much of the material he uses is right 
under their noses. 


"An awful lot is from published 


sources." he said. He said government 
publications are "a gold mine" of in- 
formation upon which to build an is- 
sue.

A demagogue, he said, might seek to 


But As- 
pin said he hasn't advocated a defense 
budget cut of 30 per cent, such as was 
advocated by Sen. George McGovern. 


"If there were a feeling of rampant 


anti-militarism running across the 
country, that would be a very popular 
idea," he said. "'It's not."

Poised Broncos deadlock Raiders 


DENVER (AP) —The Denver Bron- 


cos. Who've died by the field goal twice 
this season, learned to live with it 
Monday night as the Jim Turner 
George Banda kicking duel ended in a 
standoff. 


Turner's third field goal of the second 


half, a 35-yarder with three seconds to 
play, enabled Denver to salvage a 23-23 
tie with the favored Oakland Raiders in 
a nationally televised National Football 
League game. 


Blanda, the 46-year-old marvel, also 


had three successful boots, and his final 
one, from 49 yards out with 36 seconds 
left, appeared to have won it for the 
Raiders. 


Denver had lost to San Francisco 36-34 


and to Kansas City 16-14 earlier this 
season on fourth-quarter field goals by 
the opposition. It looked like more of the 
same until Charley Johnson moved the 
Broncos 34 yards on three plays to the 
Raider 28-yard line, setting up Turner's 
final kick. 


"You can't take anything away from 


George's kick," Turner said, "but as 
soon as he hit it we felt we could get it 
right back." 


The deadlock dropped the Raiders into 


a first-place tie with Kansas City in the 
American Conference's Western 
Division. Both clubs have 3-2-1 records. 
Denver stayed in contention with a 2-3-1 
mark. 


"We still haven't quite turned the 


corner, but we're right at the corner," 
said Coach John Ralston, whose Denver 
team never has finished above .500 in its 
14-year history. "Tonight's game had to 
be uplifting at this time. We developed 
poise and confidence by coming back, 
first down 20-17, then down 23-20." 


After safety Bill Thompson raced 80 


yards with an Oakland fumble in the 
first quarter, Denver had to bounce back 
from a 13-7 deficit, too, as Blanda kicked 
two field goals and Mike Siani hauled in 
a scoring pass from Ken Stabler in the 
second quarter. The touchdown play 
covered 80 yards.

Mourning fans praise Casals for 
musical greatness, humanitariahism

SAN JUAN. P R (AP) -Tributes 


poured in today acclaiming the great- 
ness of Pablo Casals, the cellist and 
humanitarian who died Mondav at 96 


He was to be buried this afternoon in 


a black granite v ault less than a block 
from his home 
• 


Casals, who for the last 35 years used 


his musical talents in a protest against 
tyranny and a campaign for peace, died 
after three weeks in Auxilio Jutuo Hos- 
pital He was hospitalized af$pr a heart 
seizure, but doctors said he also suffered 
from chronic bronchitis, a kidne> failure 
and circulatory ailments 


He was the foremost cellist of the 20th 


century and a superlative performer into 
his 80s In recent years he won new 
honors as a conductor He was a source 
of inspiration to the musicians with 
whom he worked every summer at the 
Marlboro, Vt, music colonv. 


"Sometimes I feel like a boy," Casals 


once said "Music does that. I can never 
pjay the same piece twice in the same 
way Each time it is new " 


"Pablo Casals was one of the greatest 


musicians of all time and the greatest 
cellist," said Eugene Ormandv, the 
music director of the Philadelphia 
Orchestra. "His love of people was 
orobablv the reason for his rich and long 
life " 


Russia's Mstislav Rostropovich, con- 


sidered Casals' successor as the world's 
No 1 cellist, said, "I have lost not only 
a great teacher but a true friend I feel 
a great personal grief " 


Born Dec 29, 1876, in Vendrell, in the 


fiercelv independent part of Spain 
known as Catalonia, Casals played 
before Spanish royalty before he reached 
the age of 15 He was solo cellist for the 
Pans Opera while still a teen-ager 


He returned to Spain in the 1930s to 


conduct his own orchestra, but was 


driven abroad by Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco's overthrow of the 
Republican government in the Spanish 
Civil War. 


"At that time I vowed I would not plav 


in those countries which recognized 
Franco Spain or in am other country 
where basic human freedoms are 
denied," Casals, a fervent antifascist, 
said later 


He relented in 1958 for a concert at 


U.N headquarters in New York, ap- 
peared at the White House for President 
and Mrs. John F. Kennedy in 1961 and in 
the succeeding years performed 
frequently in the United States and 
Europe 


He moved to Puerto Rico in 1955 Two 


years later, at the age of 80, he married 
his pupil, 20-year-old Martita Montanez 
It was Casal's fourth marriage and her 
first She was at his bedside when he 
died

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 14, in good 


shape, but have some questions. 


Is it healthy to go braless? Will it hurt 


my breasts? I am used to wearing a bra 
but I like the braless look. 


When I menstruate, one month I have 


pains, and the next I don't. Is this 
normal? Is there anything I can take for 
the pains? —J.J. 


Going braless does not cause any 


disease or physical damage to the 
breasts. If the breasts are heavy, then 
obviously a bra will limit the amount of 
sagging and stretching of tissues — 
called Cooper's Droop. But that 
problem ordinarily takes care of itself 
since with heavy breasts it is more 
comfortable to have some support. (For 
example, bras are recommended for 
nursing mothers simply because of 
comfort.) 


Your second question: Some breast 


pain at menstruation is not especially 
unusual- Some experience it; many 
don't. Wearing a bra at the time may 
give some relief. 


The fluctuation in pain from one 


month to another is not unusual, either, 
but the cause of this variation is not 
known. 


In most cases, one or another of the 


drug store analgesics (pain pills) is the 
best remedy, but it is a good idea to 
experiment and find which one suits you 
best. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I would like to 


know the symptoms of low blood sugar 
and how to overcome it. Is this the same 
as low blood pressure? I am sending 25 
cents and a long, self-addressed, 
stamped envelope for a booklet on these 
ailments. —Mrs. P.Z. 


I am sending "Help for Hypoglycemia 


(Low Blood Sugar)," which will include 
symptoms, various types of low blood 
sugar, treatment required. There is no 
booklet covering both that and blood 
pressure —but there is nothing in com- 
mon between the two conditions. Low 
blood sugar means periods when the 
amount of glucose (sugar) in the blood 
falls too rapidly or to too low a level. It 
has nothing to do with blood pressure, 
either high or low. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would you give 


me some information about Guillain 
Barre syndrome, what causes it, and 
chance of recovery? Is it psychosis? 
Friends say it is all in the mind". —Mrs. 
H.J.B. 


This is a rare condition, and the 


cause is not known —except that it is not 
a psychosis, not "all in the mind." 


It is a very real ailment affecting (for 


whatever reasons) 
the 
peripheral 


nerves. Roughly, that means any or all 
the nerves outside the brain and spinal 
cord. 


It involves weakness and numbness to 


the parts of the body served by the 
nerves that are affected, such as arms 
and legs. 


The condition usually comes on 


rapidly, reaches a peak within three 
weeks, but the outlook for complete 
recovery is good —about 90 per cent of 
patients return to normal activity. 


If muscles involve breathing, includ- 


ing of course the diaphragm, the condi- 
tion becomes a very dangerous one, and 
from 5 to 20 per cent of such patients 
can die if emergency treatment is not 
started 
promptly to keep them 


breathing. 


Guillain-Barre can be confused with 


polio, although actually there is no 
relationship.

The planning for the licensing and 


regulation of non-commercial bingo 
has brought more committee meetings, 
the involvement of more legislators in 
drafting and redrafting, and in general 
a more careful posture of preparation 
than on most of the major issues of the 
legislative term. 


The reasons are evident. There 


remains a vigilantly critical viewpoint 
among 
many 
persons 
that 
the 


authorization of bingo under the spon- 
sorship of civic, religious and other 
non-profit sponsors will ultimately lead 
to the invasion of unsavory elements 
interested in gambling profits. 


Legislators also read the election on 


returns more carefully than most, and 
relate them precinct by precinct to 
their own election experiences. 


Thus even,' legislator is thoroughly 


aware of how his own district voted in 
the referendum last April which finally 
approved the bingo exception to the 
hitherto unbreached anti-lottery rule of 
the state constitution. In some counties 
the margin was relatively narrow, 
although the issue won an approving 
vote in all of the 72 counties.
